We offer you an 
honorable surrender: present governments can continue, and we will retreat within 
: our own border. However, you must pay relief for the families of our deceased and 
there must be a reduction of military power to assure future peace. 

Moscow — Tsar Alexis, addressing the newly elected Duma of l877j denounced the 
Western powers for their n foul war of aggression 11 and warned them "that the judgment 
of the Lord will strike them down in the West even as it struck them down in the 
Kast tf fl §#§§ It is assumed that the Tsar was speaking of the massive defeats in- 
flicted on the British and French Far East Fleets in the battle of the Japan Sea> 
and the siege of Vladivostok* News of the latter had just reached Moscow the pre- 
vious day; The British Expeditionary Force, driven from Siberia by Allied armies, 
lay siege to Vladivostok, with the aid of what remained of the Far East Fleets* It 
was feared In Kiev (interim capital of the Russias) that the city was lost, but news 
came yesterday that relief forces under General Alanski Huffovitch had lifted the 
siege, forcing withdrawal of the British by sea to Japan, §#M "We look toward the 
future not with fear, although fearsome are our enemies., not with trepidation, al- 
though our situation is dangerous, but with the faith that the right cause our : 
cause ~- will win in the end J !
